IMPORTANCE OF BIG CANAL 


SAID TO BE EXAGGERATED 


PARIS, Sept. 14.—The passing of the 


Panama Canal Bill Into law has (riven 
riBe_to the discussion of the exaggeration 
of the Importance of the Canal Itself to 
the world's shipping. 
One of the lead- 


Ing- maritime authorities in France, M. 
Jose Moselli, says In this connection that 
the enormous advantages of the new 
Canal are on consideration greatly dim- 
inished. They are. he says, not sufficient 
to bring to-Panama the trade enjoyed by 
Suez for, while the voyage from Europe 
to the East via Panama would be some 
fifteen days shorter, this advantage would 
b< more than counterbalanced by the dif- 
ficulty of obtaining freight. By the Suez 
route vessels tap Egypt, India and China, 
where freights are profitable and abund- 
ant, while there 
would not seem to be- 


much to be picked up by the Panama 
route. 
On' the return ships might make 


a slight detour to Chile and load nitrate, 
but at J2.60 per ton this would not ap- 
pear very attractive. 


From the passenger point of view, the 


Panama route would only benefit travel- 
ers between Europe, the "West Coast of 
the United States and Australia. Euro- 
pean passengers for Chile would arrive 
just as quickly by going direct to Buenos 
Aires and taking the Transandean rail- 
road. 


As to the nitrates and saltpeter of Chile 


•—not very profitable freight—It is to be 
presumed that the sailing ships which 
carry it now will continue to use the 
Cape Horn route, not only to avoid the 
canal dues, but also because calms are 
frerjxient and durable in the gulf of Pan- 
ama- 


There remains the question 
of coal. 


Seventy-five per cent of existing cargo 
steamers carry 5000 and 8000 tons. Th'eir 
speed is small and their coal consump- 
tion calculated for medium distances. But 
between Panama and Asia or Australia 
there is the whole Pacific Ocean to bo 
crossed, fifteen to twenty days' naviga- 
tion. Only very rich freights would per- 
mit such an expense. 


From all' this, concludes M. Moselli, It 


appears that the prime Importance of the 
canal Is strategical, In that It permits the 
United States" fleet to operate indiffer- 
ently on either shore of the continent. 
Thanks to the new canal, the American 
fleet will be able to accommodate in two 
or three weeks a journey which formerly 
required three months and that, without 
doubt, will hasten the settling of ac- 
counts which sooner or later, must take 
place between the United States of Amer- 
ica and Japan for the hegemony of the 
Pacific. 


PEASANTS OF EUROPE ONLY 


MAKERS OF HANDY HAIR NET 


An interesting account of the hair-net 


Industry In Germany is contained In a 
recent report to the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor from United States Con- 
sul Mllo A, Jewett, stationed at Kehl. 


Jewett explains that hair-nets, properly 


speaking, are not simply nets for the hair, 
but are nets made of human hair. Years 
ago, Mr. Jewett says, Strassburg was the 
greater center of the trade, but since then 
the Alsatian peasants have devoted moro 
time to the cultivation of their fields and 
vineyards, and have engaged in other in- 
dustries, while the pheasants of Bohemia 
still contlne to work at hair-net making 
because their rugged mountain country 
furnishes few opportunities for more lucra- 
tive employment. 


Tho result Is that rather more hair-nets 


are made in Austria than 
in Alsace- 


Loralne, but that Strassburg still buys 
and sells many of the nets made In 
Austria. However, Strassburg/s trade de- 
clined a little laot year. Mr. Jewett finds, 
owing to the change In the style of 


coiffure, and also on account of the In- 
creased use of cheaper nets made of waste 
silk. Normally Strassburg sells annuxlly 
about 12,000,000 hair nets. 


"The hair nets," continues Jewett, "«r» 


made almost wholly In the homes of 
Alsatian and Austrian peasants. Weaving 
the nets Is the work requiring manual 
dexterity that con bo acquired successfully 
only in youth, when the fingers are supple 
and the eyesight la good. This induitry 
and the peculiar skill required to net hair 
has become In part hereditary. The chil- 
dren begin first to tie the hairs together, 
end to end, to make one long hair. Then, 
without any Implements, except a round 
piece of wood about six Inches long andt 
half on Inch In diameter and & needle, 
the older jrlrls and women, and fwmetlmeji 
the men also, weave the nets. Each mesh 
Is knotted in much the name w«!y that 
fish-nets or hammocks are made, only, of 
course, tying a single hair Is a more deli- 
cate and difficult task than tying a string. 
The work Is poorly paid."

It has, In 
close proximity to tho skin, the effect of causing It 
to appcTr yellow nnd Fallow. No one of the blonde 
type can adopt that color without looking sickly and 
less pleasing. 


•• It must be acknowledged by every colorlst that 


of all the types the pale brunette Is th« most diffi- 
cult to dress offectlvplv. 


"White, which Is usually considered a safe color 


for all types, must be used with great caution by the 
pale brunette; It accentuates any sallowness that 
may be in the complexion, while It adds to the ap- 
pearance of any Imperfection of the skin. . . . 


"Black also Is a trying color for this type, not- 


withstanding Its nnnlopy with the rinlr end eyes and 
Its general tendency to refine the hue of the skin. 


"Brown of a kindly warm hue is suitable for the 


present type, harmonizing with the complexion, «yea, 
and hair 
Olive brown and cold grayish brown should 


be avoided. 
" Gold color and malae can he worn by the pale 


brunette, forming an agreeable contrast to the eyes 
nnd hair, while they neutralize any undesirable sal- 
lowness that may exist In the skin. 
" The colors to be avoided are light blues, light or 


bright greens, pale violets, purples of all hue*, and 
pinks of any pure or positive hues or tlnrs. 


" Th» colors to be avoided by the florid brunett*,"

the University of Chicago. The professor 
shows that mathematics is far from being 
a dry, static study, as many suppose, and 
that It Is rapidly advancing like other 
sciences amid a. constellation of brilliant 
discoveries. 
"Earnest mathematicians are working In 


all parts of the globe with really Vernark- 
able results," said Professor Moulton. "En- 
tirely new branches of the subject art/ 
b»in£T developed. It will probably be cen- 
turies before the world learns to utilize 
such complicated abstractions, but the 
time surely will come, as it has come al- 
ready with 
seme 
branches 
formerly 


thought to be purely abstract. 


"Many'.magazines 
unknown 
to 
the 


world at large are devoted exclusively to 
mathematics. Theije are about ten such 
magazines In Paris, and nearly every 
country. Including Japan and South Af- 
rica, has one or more. 
"Tho subject, howover, 
is 
extremely 


technical and hard to popularize. It Is an 
Indispensable aid to astronomy and phy- 
sics In checking up the work of observ- 
ers. But another side is even more fas- 
cinating. It Is called 'philosophical math- 
ematics.' 
This science deals with such 


Questions as the origin and probable des- 
tiny of the solar system. It Is found, for 
example, that this system probably was 
evolved from nebular chaos between 100,- 
000,000 and 1,000,000,000 years ago. Exact 
calculations are Impossible, because the 
observers' data do not cover 
a 
long 


enough period. The mysterious life force 
probably did not move through the chaos 
In circles as Laplace Imagined, but in 
spirals. 


"That corresponds to tho researches of 
Physicists tending to the belief that the 
ultimate atom is merely the spiral center 
of force," it was suggested. 


"Yos, and many of our calculations lead 
to the opinion that the whole stellar sys- 
tem IB moving through space in a great 
spiral. 


"It requires a lifetime of specialized 


study to become a thorough mathemati- 
cian. 
Other scientists, while they often 


have a considerable knowledge of math- 
ematics, are usually far from being good 
mathematicians. 
Henri 
Polncare, 
the 
French Premier's cousin, who died the 
other day, was recognized as the king 
of us all. Ills struggled to solve tho prob- 
lems of philosophical mathematics result- 
ed In treatises that are monumental In 
their own field. The world suffers 
a 


greater loss In his death than It at pres- 
ent realizes."

learn the modern military, naval and po- 
litical sciences that have made Japan 
great. They are, therefore, given Instruc- 
tion In these subjects by private Institu- 
tions in what they term "short course," a 
period of lecture and recitation covering 
from three to six months. Regular grad- 
uation from the recognized higher schools 
of the government are few. The knowledge 
of modern science and progress these stu- 
dents have acquired has done much to de- 
stroy the ancient customs and supersti- 
tions. The students havo done more de- 
structive than reconstructive work. 


Shortly after the beginning of the revo- 


lution, last October, the Chinese govern- 
ment students at Japan were deprived of 
their allowances. The Chinese Minister pt 
Tokyo, of course« could not supply the 
students money as before the war. 


RIOT OCCURS AT THE LEQA.TION. 
Because of ths Inabllltv to supply th» 


demand of tho students for money, the 
minister was Insulted. 
At one of the 


meetings between the minister and the 
students at the legation at Tokyo, a riot 
took place, tho windows were smashed 
and furnltufe damaged. Two Japanese 
policemen went to tho scone, but wer» 
beaten after wounding several students 
with swords. Neither the minister nor 
the Japanese government could do any- 
thing, as the former -wta cut off, from 
support by tho dying homo government, 
and the latter was forbidden by Interna- 
tional law to interfere In the relation- 
ship between a minister and subjects of 
his government within the legation. The 
minister had to mortgage the legation 
property to procure passages for some 
students to return home. 


The Chinese students found In Tokyo 


today are mostly there on their own ac- 
count and not supported by the govern- 
ment. They study commerce moro than 
other subjects. There Is only one Chinese

She had lived in India, the wife of a Ben- 
gal civilian. She was herself an Inspector 
of government schools In the Punjaub.

as 'A Prince of I>reamers,' 'In the Tide- 
way' and others, have given her a. solid 
reputation as a writer appreciating the 
colorful life and history of the Far East.

AN FRANCISCO, Sept. 14.—For twenty minutes tonight 


13,500 people raised a riot of applause for Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt. Promptly at 8:45 o'clock the Progressive candi- 
date for the Presidency, attended by his escorts, entered 


the Coliseum by a side door, was pushed forward by a huge crowd 
to the top of the platform, as though swept by a wave and stood 
smiling on the cheering multitude. 


For ten minutes the former President stood facing the throng. 


Then, in order to save his strength, and hoping that the approv- 
.ing yells of the multitude might subside, he took his seat. This 
was the signal for more cheering. The rafters rang with the ap- 
plause and the air vibrated with the different hues of 10,000 
handkerchiefs waved aloft. 


It was a great gathering. Women nearly outnumbered the 


sterner sex and the shrill feminine cries for "Teddy," for the 
"Bull Moose," for the "next President," -could be heard on every 
hand. 


"This beats Chicago," smiled Meyer Lissner, as he took his 


seat on the raised section reserved for Colonel Roosevelt. "It's 
more spontaneous, it comes from the people," he added, explain- 
ing to those around him. 


CHEERING COXTTNtTES. 


The cheering had not subsided, al- 


though fifteen minutes haa gone by, 
•when Roosevelt arose. 
Taking out 


his handkerchief he waved it back 
and beamed upon the audience. 
Im- 


mediately the auditorium was rent as 
though by a single roar. They were 
not through by any means".

I 
propose that w& make our government a 
model of the United states government. 
Here, In this form, the president will 
have all the powers which the national 
President has, which are necessary to 
our school system, while in our council 
the vice-president will preside, as In the 
Senate in Congress, and in the board of 
control. 
A supreme judge will be ap- 


pointed to tontrol their meetings and 
trials 
This is the new government 


which we propose and we ash you to 
consider It earnestly so that when the 
amendments come before you at elec- 
tion time you may register your serious 
opinion."

annexationists. The annexa- 
tionist is a peculiar 
being 


and works from a chronic sel- 
fishness that intrudes even 
upon his civic attitude. He 
has numerous winning ways 
and a delusive stock of argu- 
mentative figures, he quotes 
history which is not in the 
least apropos, he rants inces- 
santly of the great combine, 
the grand one, the co-operant 
unit. He proclaims loudly that 
you found it advisable to an- 
nex the immediate districts 
adjoining your city and the 
same line of reasoning should 
apply to movements of a 
larger character.

AN FRANCISCO, Sept. 14.— 
It is rumored in political 
circles that Francis J. Heney 
was at the bottom of the fight 
on the Continental Building 
and Loan Association. What 
to do with Heney is a perplex- 
ing problem for the bosses. 
While he is fighting for the 
Lord at Armageddon he de- 
mands to be fed. He has a 
small law practice and small 


chance of getting a large practice. The army of 
progress marches on its belly and the commissary 
department has run short of rations. 


Had Commissioner Walker been successful in his 


attempt to seize the Continental and put it through 
liquidation, it is said that Heney would have been 
selected as attorney for the liquidator placed in 
charge by the Commissioner. That would have given 
him lucrative employment for two or three years. 


Frank Brandon was the man Walker had ready 


to take charge, but he was not to liquidate the con- 
cern, so it is said. That job was to be given to Mar- 
shall Black of San Jose as soon as Commissioner 
Walker established himself in control. Black is a 
Christian Soldier in want of a seat at the pie-coun- 
ter. The Continental would have provided for him 
as well as Heney. 


But the scheme struck a snag in the person of 


Judge De Haven of the United States District Court, 
and there is little prospect at present of the Con- 
tinental Building and Loan. Association becoming a 
part of the political assets of the Progressive party. 
It seems that Heney and Black will have to look 
elsewhere for their rewards. 
$10,000,000 for Opera House 


Rafael Hernandez, the Secretary of the Interior in 


the Mexican cabinet, made a most favorable impres- 
sion on all who met him while in the city about a 
week ago. Some of the Panama-Pacific directors, 
including A. W. Scott, Jr., greeted the visitor and 
told him all about the twelve millions the exposi- 
tion company has set aside for 
buildings and 


grounds. Hernandez was interested. He noticeably 
pricked up his ears later on when informed of the 
million dollars appropriated by the exposition cor- 
poration for a permanent auditorium building in the 
center of town and of how the city, together with 
a local musical society, has planned to have near by 
it in the civic center an opera house costing about 
a million and a half for the site and structure. 


"We are to have a new opera house, too, in the 


City of Mexico," quietly remarked the secretary. 


When pressed to give some details, the member 


of President Madero's official family said it was 
to be built by the government. 
The site is to be 


large enough to have a promenade inclosed in glass 
in connection with the opera structure. A drop cur- 
tain to be of glass in decorative form is to cost 
$100,000. All told, he said, the government is to 
spend ^10,000,000 on this national home for grand 
opera.

Reduction in Railroad Passes 


Since the anti-railroad pass law went into effect 


in California early in 1911, one who knows says the 
Southern Pacifi* Company fliul, 1L-, issuance <>i 
passes reduced annually to the tune of 75,000. It is 
figured that these passes called for rides repre- 
senting a million a«d a half in revenue. People who 
received these complimentary free tickets do not 
ride as much now. They, however, travel some, and 
their fares mean a snug sum and just so much more 
actual revenue over former years. 
Combined, all 


the roads in the State find their pass lists cut down 


to the number of 198,900 each twelve months. The 
fares they receive in place of many of the old "dead- 
head': tickets must therefore amount to considerable 
to all of them every year. 


The roads were not responsible for this measure. 


While they made no opposition to it, some of them 
at least woufd not be displeased if it were more 
liberal in its provisions. But the law no doubt has 
come to stay, strict as it is. For this reason, as 
well as others which could be named, the roads are 
quietly grumbling over what they say is a fact that 
some at least of the members of the Railroad Com- 
mission, and those of their office force who hold 
passes, are frequently using them for personal trips 
when the law provides they shall only be used when 
traveling on actual business for the commission. 
For policy sake, the companies are making no for- 
mal protest. 
The law ordering the roads to give 


the commissioners, and members of their 
office 


force designated by them, passes is held to be in 
conflict with the Federal constitution by eminent 
lawyers in their employ. For the same reasons of 
policy, however, they are not objecting.

Gen. MacArthur Praised Funston 


Lieutenant-General Arthur MacArthur, who died 


a few days ago at Milwaukee, was in command in 
the Philippines when Funston, then a colonel in 
charge of a Kansas volunteer regiment, made his 
now famous proposition to him that he could go 
and capture dead or alive the Filipino leader, Agui- 
naldo. and end the war with the natives. MacArthur 
looked the little man through and through with his 
keen eyes and in his mind rapidly recalled events in 
Funston's life when he dared much with Generals 
Gomez and Garcia and their Cubans against 
"Butcher" Weyler and his Spaniards long before 
war was declared against Spain. Instead of brush- 
ing the proposal aside, he listened to Funston's plan 
and the men he wanted. 


"Go and God bless you," was all he said. 
How Funston succeeded and electrified the coun- 


try with his daring capture of Aguinaldo is now a 
matter of history. In his report to the War Depart- 
ment about the brilliant piece of work, MacArthur 
was unstinted in his praise of Funston and recom- 
mended'that Congress be asked to reward him by 
an appointment as a brigadier-general in the regular 
establishment. 
How Congress and the lamented 


McKinley gave him this honor does not need repeti- 
tion at this time. Otis, King and MacArthur, all 
dead now, were three of the generals who whipped 
the Philippine invading force into shape in this-city 
in the late nineties after Dewey's victory and his 
appeal for troops.

Barrios or General Barillas, has Cabrera developed 
into a strong and steady hand with the reins of 
government. The two former also had realty in- 
vestments here when they were at the head of the 
government. They pold them, however, to get 
money with which to try and sustain their waning 
power. Barrios was killed in battle and Barillas 
was forced out, becoming later on a revolutionist 
against Cabrera. Being wealthy and intrenched in 
power, the latter has no need to sell out here. 
Whether the time will come when he will want to 
do so1 for the same reasons that actuated his dis- 
tinguished predecessors time only can tell. Just 
now the German banking interests in the country, 
with Cabrera and his friends, are said to constitute 
an all-powerful oligarchy. Formidable opponents 
have been ruthlessly suppressed. Friends of the 
government credit Cabrera with much ability and 
say the country is prospering.

Caspar de Portola of the famous fiesta • in 
San 


Francisco several years ago, has been licensed as a 
Chinatown and Barbary Coast guide, and the many 
friends of the dignified old Spaniard are going to 
help him make a good living at the business. He 
is busy preparing the "spiel" for the visitors he 
will guide through those widely known sections of 
the town. As he is a good talker on any old sub- 
ject, he may be counted upon to have something to 
say worth while about the local Chinese coloring of 
the city and the "Coast" atmosphere. The prince 
of local guides today is "Lewis the Light." He is 
credited with an income of $30 a day, including his 
Cliff House stand and the commissions he draws 
down from Chinese stores. Lewis has 
had his 


license taken away several times because of com- 
plaints of visitors, but he always manages to get 
it back again. The business is not as profitable as 
it was in the days of the late Captain William Glen- 
nan, who was the detective and guide for the Palace 
hotel. This was before the big fire. The sight- 
seeing cars, charging a dollar a head for 
tours 


through Chinatown and along the "Coast," have 
wrought havoc with the profits of the individual 
guides. For the good of the city, the police are 
exercising a stricter control over the latter than 
ever before. Impositions on strangers are there- 
fore reduced to a minimum. 


! Lincoln Burned Them Up 


E. R. Kennedy of New York has sent to Samuel 


M. Shortridge and several other friends out here 
copies of his new book about Colonel E. D. Baker 
and hpw through his efforts

region was saved to the Union, Apropos of this 
interesting historical sketch by Kennedy, who is a 
retired capitalist and student, it is worthy of men- 
tion that in the September issue of one of the best 
of the Eastern magazines, Baker, President Lin- 
coln and a delegation from California opposed to 
Colonel Baker are written about.

fornians continued their attacks on Baker and had 
denunciatory documents with them affecting him. 
Lincoln was not disposed to take the papers, but the 
delegation wanted to leave them with him aiyhow. 


"Mine to do as I please with?" asked the Presi- 


dent as he took the preferred documents. 


When answered in the affirmative, Lincoln rolled 


them up, threw them in a grate fire that was 
burning brightly and ended the interview by coldly 
remarking: 


"Good morning-, g-entlemen."

The defeat o£ the woman suffrage amendment in 


Ohio explains in one way why Maud Younger of 
this city, who went on to help the cause in that 
State, was repeatedly refused by the labor unions 
there the privilege of addressing them on the sub-

An admirable inde- 
pendence of thought and action, together with a 
thorough knowledge o'f what is needed by women 
who toil, characterizes the work of both of these 
women. To go among and be of the women who 
work is the only way to help them up to a better 
and improved condition. Miss Younger saw that 
fact from the .very first. This is why she is doing 
a noble and successful work and is the very best 
type of the educated woman. 
Pointed and Timely RemarKs 


Senator John D. Works' attacks on the political 


honor and honesty of the California Bull Moose 
leaders are as refreshing as they are pointed and 
timely.

The suicide of General Nogi and his wife in token of their de- 


votion to the Mikado and their borrow is like a carlet splash 
across a page of modern history. It is a gha'-tiv touch of Old 
Japan, with it« semi-barbaric ideals of loyalty ; -id chivalry. 


General Nogi was ored a Samauri of the ok! -chool—a soldier 


by birth and tradition with one duty before bin1—the service of 
his lord. He spent his life in the service of the -Mikado, had shed 
his own Wood and fed his sons to Russian cannon for the glory oi 
Japan, and when his imperial master died Nogi, old and childless, 
followed him in death as he had followed him in life. He had 
given up before all that made life worth living, and when the 
Mikado passed away, the last cord that held him to the living gen- 
eration \\a<; se\ered. His master was dead, his work \\as done-. 


While the teachings of Christianity recoil from the stern 


stoicism of his pagan philosophy, one cannot help but admire the 
loyalty and de\otion that prompted hi.-, ti«ele->> sacrifice. Perhaps 
he deemed it incumbent upon him to be laithful to the end to the 
traditions of his race. Possibly he thought to impres^ future 
generations of his countrymen by the example of his fidelity. He 
had distinguished himself in three \\ars, fighting for the Mikado, 
and had lost his two sons at the siege of Port Arthur. Why 
should he survive? Why should he shrink from the final sacri- 
fice demanded by the traditions of hits race and clan ? Who knows ? 
Let those able to read the human heart in all its chapters an- 
swer. 


General Nogi was one of the ablest of the commanders pro- 


duced by Japan in the quick flowering of that nation from medie- 
val feudalism into western modernity. His capture of Port Ar- 
thur was one of the great exploits of military history, and will 
ever be memorable for the generalship and valor displayed by 
Nogi and his army. The series of battles preceding the surren- 
der of the fortress were bloody beyond description. Only an iron 
heart could have been undismayed by the slaughter of his troops 
and the seemingly<ansurmountable obstacles he had to encounter. 
But the Mikado knew the man to whom he set this tremendous 
task. Now General Nogi has given the last mark of the loyalty j 
and devotion which made him invincible in the field and incor- 
ruptible in the councils of the empire. 


There is something fine and splendid in a system which can 


breed such men and inspire a devotion so lofty and unselfish.

Inspiration of fAe Stars. 


Dark, moonless nights of star-illumined beauty have suc- 


ceeded one another since the touch of rain, that freshened the air 
a week ago. Night after night a sky of black velvet, star-studded, 
has overarched the earth. 


The warm, languid, night air which has succeeded days of al- 


most sultry heat for the bay region has tempted the house dwell-1 
ers to seek open and sit for long hours watching the panorama I 
of the constellations sweep by. The weather has taught many 
who knew it not before that there is no clearer nor more crystal- 
line atmosphere to be found than that of the night sky on the 
Pacific Coast. The wondrous translucence of the western sky has 
been one of the factors that has made the Mt. Hamilton observa- 
tory one of the most justly famous in the history of astronomy. 


Despite the fact that Californians possess unrivaled facilities 


for "knowing the heavens," the people of the Pacific Coast have 
not proved themselves to be 'star-gazers by nature. While savants 
of Mt. Hamilton have wrested secret after secret from the'starry 
deeps, have made wonderful photographs, have charted 
and 


mapped the sidereal hemispheres, the great mass of the people 
has gone about its business with an eye to "the main chance" 
rather than an appreciation of celestial beauties and wonders. 


In ages past thp <?h«ph»rd° and the mariners formed a con- 


siderable portion of the population. In those pastoral periods of 
the development of races, there was an intimate knowledge of the 
constellations, and the early training of youth and maiden taught 
them to watch, wonder and worship before the sweeping galaxies 
of night. Methods of life have changed, and artificial light in 
the streets, together with the exodus from the country to urban 
life, have brought about a condition of supreme indifference to 
thp inspiration of the stars. At a time when Die knowledge of 
astronomy has overleaped even the wonderful achievements of 
the ancient Egyptians, when astronomical science is at its zenith, 
that knowledge is confined in the minds and books of a handful of 
savants, and the ordinary man is so ignorant of the night sky 
that he would find difficulty in pointing to the Great Bear or 
Orion or the Pleiades in Taurus. 


It is perhaps a pity that this indifference to the beauties of 


night ha* become so common. Lafcadio Ilearn, whose word 
jnagic served to evoke the spirit of Japan for western thought, 
has a wonderful passage in one of his earlier books on the stars. 
He says: 


"Yet those countless solar fires, with their viewless millions 


•f living planets, must somehow rearvneBr' n^nin 11™ •"•^^''.rcu" 
cosmos, self-born as self-consumed, must resume its 
sidereal 


Whirl over the deeps of eternities. 
And the love which strives 


forever with death shall rise again, through fresh infinitudes of 
I»in, to renew the everlasting battle. 


'The light of the mother's smile will survive our sun; the 


thrill of her kiss will last beyond the thrilling of stars; the 
•wectness of her lullaby will endure in the cradle songs of worlds 
Jet ttnevolved; the tenderness of her faith will quicken th? fervor 
of prayers to be made to the hosts of another heaven, to the* 
fod« of a time beyond Time. And the nectar of her breasts can 
W*rer fail: that snowv stronm will «mi f'^"- "••> ' < \

When the high price of meat is mentioned the Beef Trust 


points an accusing finger at the cattle-raisers and says the high 
prices paid for meat stock is the cause of the high price charged 
for dressed meat. But softly: that answer does not explain why 
the Chicago packers ship dressed meat to England and sell it for 
less money than they charge consumers in the United States. 
Surely they will not say they are exporting meat and selling it at 
a loss. 


A recent investigation disclosed the fact that beef bred and 


slaughtered in the United States was being sold in Liverpool and 
the factory towns in Lancashire at lower prices, wholesale and 
retail, than are charged in New York and Philadelphia. The con- 
sumer in Liverpool and Manchester can buy American meat 
cheaper than the consumer in the United States. 


Why ? It is no answer to say that the high prices the packers 


have to pay for cattle is the cause. It explains why meat is high, 
but it does not explain why it should be higher in the United 
States than it is in England, especially when the cattle are bred 
and slaughtered in this country and shipped abroad. The freight 
must, of course, be.deducted from the wholesale price received by 
the packers. 


The explanation is really quite simple: The packers have 


not got the market cinched up tight in England as they 
have it in the United States. American meat, when it gets to 
England, must be sold' in competition with fresh beef from Ar- 
gentina and fiyah mutton from Australia. While American meat 
is of a better quality and brings a higher price than Argentina 
beef and Australian mutton, it must be sold at a reasonable figure 
or the English will not buy. The price must be within their 
means or they will let American meat alone and supply their 
tables with the cheaper and inferior beef and mutton brought 
from South America and Australia. 


If the cinch of the Beef Trust cannot be broken in any other 


way, 
it may be necessary to pull down the bars which at present 


shut foreign fresh meats out of the American markets. A tax 
that enables trusts to levy on the earnings of the poor and allows 
foreigners to buy American products cheaper than Americans 
can buy them cannot be called protective. It is an unjust tax on 
subsistence for the enrichment of avaricious middlemen. It does 
not benefit the American stock-breeders, but is a graft for a class 
that stands between the producer and consumer*and plunders hoth.

Value of Technical Education. 


After a hard tussle in the School of Knocks, book-learning 


comes into its own in a statement of the United States Commia- 
.-.lunci uo" Education. Reporting to Superintendent of Public In- 
struction Hyatt on the money value of education, the federal of- 
ficial compares .the result of training in technical schools with 
that obtained in the shops. Two thousand workers were con- 
sidered and the result summed up as follows: 


"Two boys, aged 14, are both interested in mechanics. One 


goes into the shops, the other into a technical school. The boy 
in the shops starts at $4 per week and by the time he is 18 years 
old he is getting $7. At that age the other boy is leaving school 
and starting to "work at $10 a week. 


"At twenty years the shop-trained ymmjr fellov.- i-, (rotiinp-

wages are $11.50 and the latter's $20; and by the time they are 
both 25 years old the shop worker finds $12.75 in his pay enve- 
lope, while the technically trained man draws a salary of $31."

California furnishes a train very much

GAMBLING RUNS RAMPANT. 


Th« tin-horn gamblers that infest these 


four-round contuses is what briiiKw the 
stigma to boxing. Men hang around the 
ringside like leeches to a black eye and In 
ninety-nine case out of a hundred these 
leeches know just how the decision- IB to 
go. In fact there are cases on record 
where these judges bet on the outcome 
of fights which they were, to decide. 


It is but recently that the writer saw 


several cases of the Judges leaving thnlr 
seats after each fight and to then make 
a waffer -with outsiders on the outcome of 
the bouts. 
One can see what a great 


chance this outsider had of cashing his 
bet. 


When the awards for these fight permits 


were given out It was strictly stipulated 
that they were to be kept as near the 
semi-professional as was possible, still 
every letter of this promise 
has been 
broken. 


Men that -were out and out professionals 


were to be barred, but no attention was 
paid to the promise. 
Men that had been 


out and out professionals for many years 
were signed to box1"and In many of the 
cases pulled off about as rank fakes as 
iwere ever sprung on the public. 


Then came the hullabaloo about purify- 


ing the game and the appointment of a 
purifying committee. 


That committee has evidently been abol- 


ished or they do not Intend to protect the 
public as they promised to do. 
. 


WHEN THE GANG COMES IN. 


As for the timber that makes up these 


so-called amateur cards, it Is composed of 
the riffraff of the streets In most cases. 
Boys that know little or nothing about 
the fight game and who train on coffee 
and doughnuts are signed to box and even 
they are often bunked by the promoters 
of these shows. 


One way to bunk a fighter is to sign 


one fellow to fight for a ?75 purse and 
another to fight for a $30 purse. That is, 
one man will get S7B If he wins while the 
other fellow will get but $30 If he wins. 
One hundred times out of a hundred he 
wins. 


Another scheme that the promoters have 


IF to match two boys with a clause In the 
articles of agreement that 
the 
winner 


takes all. In one hundred cases out of a 
hundred the man that is to win Is some 
friend of the promoter nn-1 he gets prob- 
ably 125 for his share of the purse while 
tho fellow that might be a winner by a 
city block Is declared a loser and In con- 
sequence he gets nothing. 


Verily, the four-round game as promoted 


In the olty of San Francisco Is rotten to 
the core and the sooner1 the powers that be 
put the .lid on the gang that back It, the 
sooner It will, be better for tho honest 
promoter who wants to do right and for 
the public who foot the bills.
